The BIS believes it advisable for each 
EIC Subcommittee to revise ite Terms of Reference in the light of DCID 3/1 
and BIG=D-123/2,

carrying out any of its responsibilities, sertain functions clearly require 
tae initietive of the Subcommittees themselves. These functions fall with- 
in sub-paragraphs 3.a.(3), (4), (5), (6), and (7) of DCID 3/1.

2. In eddition to the minimm funetions outlined above, 
the Subcommittee on _..» When appropriate, shall 
perform the following functions with respect to its assigned 
field: 


(a) Assist or advise agencies in the programming 
of research in order to minimize duplication and assure es 
effective a distribution of research effort as is practical 
in view of each agency's responsibilities. 


(>) Provide an opportunity for the review and com- 
parison of methodologies utilized in research in the field 
eovered by the Subcommittee. 


{e) Provide an opportunity, where sppropriate and 
practical, of obtaining closer agreement on selected basic 


atatistics within the field of competence of each Subcommittee. 


(4) Bring to the attention of the EIC current prob- 
lems and requirements for coordinated research which are rec= 
ognized by the members of the Subccamittees.

The Subcommittee will schedule other 
meetings as required to fulfill ite missions. 


2. The Subcomittee Secretariat shell provide ell 
members of the ETC, the Subcommittee, and the EITC Secre- 
tariat with copies of the Agends and Minutes of its 
meetings. 


3, Reports and recomendations which have been 
approved by the Subcommittee may be transmitted to the EIC 
without comment. In case of dissent, the tranazittal met 
be accompanied by an appropriate statement, prepared by the 
dissenter(s), advising the EIC of the nature and substance 
of the dissent.
